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DETAILED ACTION 



The instant application was filed with one formal drawing and with pending claims 1-4. 
The preliminary amendment, Paper No. 2 dated May 10, 2001 adding claims 5-6 and 
amending claims 3, has been entered of record. The pending claims of record are 
claims 1-6. The certified copy of the foreign priority under 35 USC Section 1 19 to 
Application No. 2000-138,556 filed in Japan on May 1 1 , 2000 has not been received. 
An action on the merits is set forth below. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3, 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite forfaiting to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The limitation for the ketone in claims 4 and 6 does not further limit claim 1 
directly or indirectly. It is suggested that each claim should be cancelled. 

The ketone limitation in claims 3 and 4 appear to be in conflict with claim 1 that 
the ketone is required with the ammonia and/or primary amine in that all of the amines 
of claim 2 are secondary or tertiary amines. It is suggested that claims 3 and 4 should 
be cancelled to overcome the rejection. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Young et al (Young) 4,282,208 combined with the Tyzor-Organic Titantes, Dupont 

Young teaches and discloses preparation of aqueous solutions of the titanium 
chelates that have previously been described by Dupont and others, col. 3, lines 22-54. 
Young further teaches that the titanium chelates are derivatives of diketones carboxylic 
acids, and ethylamines, col. 3, lines 28-41 , that render the instant claims obvious. The 
titanium chelates are derivatives of bi-or multifunctional compounds in which one of the 
functional groups is usually hydroxyl or enolic carbonyl and Young contemplates 
ketones and amino group and acids and the other group is hydroxyl, carbonyl, carboxyl 
or amino rendering the instant claims obvious. 

The prior art cited but not applied further teaches titanium alkoxides reactions of 
the same nature of the instant claims.
